Gary A dams first 
C.C. candidate 

Gary Adams, a Sierra Madre resident since 
August, 1968, became the first Sierra Madre City 
Council candidate Tuesday to file for the Apr. 10 
council race. 

With both Lisa Fowler and Bruce Crow deciding 
not to run another term, and with Clem Bartolai 
still not sure whether he will run for another 
City Council term, the council could change fabric 
significantly. 

The four-year seats are open for this year’s 
election. 

“There are things that need to be done in Sierra 
Madre. 1 enjoy the challenge of being involved 
with decision-making in Sierra Madre,” Adams said 
when asked why he had decided to run for the office 
again. 

Adams, general manager and CEO of the 
Forty-Ninth Shops, Inc., served on the council from 
1976 to 1980 and was mayor the last year of his 
term. 

He was on the Pasadena City College Board 
of Trustees from 1980 to 1984 and was president 
from 1982 to 1984. 

Before his current position, he was professor 
and department chair of the criminal justice ad¬ 
ministration, Cal State University at Long Beach 
from 1972 to 1984. 

Adams received his BA in business and political 
science from the College of Idaho in 1968. In 1970 
he received his masters and two years later his doc¬ 
torate in public administration from USC. In 1986 
he received his executive MBA from UCLA. 

Gary and Joyce have three children: Susan in 
Glendora, Neal at home, attending Mt. Sac; and 
Gordon, who is finishing at Cal State University at 
Long Beach. Joyce is a buyer for Joy Technologies 
in Monrovia. 

Nancy Shollenberger, city clerk, told The News 
that the deadline for incumbents to file for re- 
election is Feb. 1. If no incumbents file for office, 
the deadline is extended to Feb. 6. 


When litigation was almost guaranteed by one

Ordinance 1062 in a broad horizontal band en¬ 
compassing almost one-third of the undeveloped 
hillside area within the city boundaries. 

The only added restrictions not previously 
included in the R-1-15,000 zoning would be the 
requirement of a Conditional Use Permit (CUP) 
and limitation of grading to a maximum of 2000 
cubic yards per site. 

Hillside Coalition members have questioned 
the effectiveness of a CUP. 

John Bitterly of the Planning Consortium, who 
reviewed both Ordinance 1054 and 1062, stated that 
he had not compared the two in regard to differ¬ 
ences in environmental impact due to the cumulative 


effects caused by the greater number of houses 
allowed under 1062. 

Both, he stated, would cause less impact than 
what was in place a year ago. 

Letters from the attorneys for the Lawson 
Martins and the Michael Heflins charged that Or¬ 
dinance 1062 would be void and invalid if adopted 
at the Jan. 23 meeting, would violate their clients’ 
rights and constitute taking of their property 
without just compensation. 

They charged also that both the environmental 
review and the review period for the negative dec¬

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Fiery meeting of Orange Grove residents 
reveals their wish to leave street alone

“We don’t want curbs, we don’t want storm 
drains, we don’t want gutters and we don’t want our 
street repaved,’’ yelled out one Orange Grove 
resident at the Wednesday, Jan. 17 meeting held 
in the council chambers to discuss the proposed 
repaving of the street. The meeting was conducted 

by Public Works Director Oliver Dablo. 

“We want our street left just the way it is,’’ 
exclaimed another resident. “We like it that way.” 

Phase 1, as Dablo explained it, would begin work 
in conjunction with .Arcadia to complete the portion 
o! Orange Grove from Baldwin east to Santa Anita. 
The road width, originally proposed at 40 feet, was to 
he 36 feet, the minimum amount possible to ac¬ 
commodate one lane of traffic either way and six 
feet on either side for a stalled car or the trash 
bins common to the street. Dablo would propose 
no parking on either side of the street, with the addi¬ 
tion of curbs and gutters to the areas currently 
lacking them 

The meeting, called to solicit residents’ input 
on the proposed project, turned out to be an 
explosive evening as angry residents kept Dablo on 
the defensive throughout the duration of the meeting. 


Residents demanded to know why the project 
was being proposed in the first place, as they had not 
requested any work to be done. Dablo tried amidst 
outbursts to explain that city streets had not been 
kept for the past 15 years, and that Orange Grove 
was a high priority to be redone now that the present 
council was moving to catch up on the lack of work 
done on city streets previously. Orange Grove, Dablo 
explained, was rapidly deteriorating due to an old 
and damaged sub-structure. 

As it became evident why the street needed to 
be repaved to prevent its worsening condition, resi¬ 
dents challenged the proposal to add storm drain in¬ 
lets and a curb/gutter system along un-curbed areas. 
“We want to preserve our country lane atmosphere,’’ 
said one resident. 

Dablo rebutted that the water drainage into 
the street (currently left unchecked in many areas) 
was potentially dangerous. “As an engineer, 1 have to 
recommend it with gutters, drains and curbs. 1 
can’t recommend anything less than the standard to 
the City Council. If the council changes the way 
we propose to do it, 1 will design it that way. But 
as an engineer, 1 have to design it this way.” 

Residents were also concerned about stop signs 
on the street. Two Arcadia assistant city engineers 


were present at the meeting and reported that Arcadia 
had planned no stop signs to slow traffic on their 
portion of the street. Sierra Madre residents at the 
meeting were angered by this and demanded that 
stop signs be placed on the street to slow traffic 
since, as one resident put it, “the natural stop 
signs (pot holes) would be taken out.’’ Dablo res¬ 
ponded, in concurrence with the Arcadia engineers, 
that as the street stood, taking CalTrans standards 
into consideration, the street did not mandate stop 
signs. 

“You mean that San Carlos with all its stop 
signs is regulated by CalTrans standards,” exclaimed 
another resident. 

Dablo replied that those stop signs had been 
requested by the residents of the street and approved 
by tlie Arcadia City Council. He suggested 
that residents take their concerns to their own 
City Council. 

The issue of trees was also a big concern among 
residents. Although the new proposed street would 
not take out any trees, residents claimed that any 
digging on the street would damage the root system of 
established oaks and other hard-to-replace trees 
currently existing.

Oldest pepper tree continues to bask in community s love 


One of the living monuments of Sierra Madre’s 
history was placed in jeopardy last October, with so 
little fanfare nobody paid attention. 

At its Oct. 16 meeting, the Parks & Recrea¬ 
tion Commission passed a motion to have the an¬ 
cient Kersting Court pepper tree removed “for public 
safety,’’ and at its November meeting requested 
that “plans begin for the removal and replacement 
of the pepper tree in Kersting Court.’’ 

A memo to this effort was sent to the city ad¬ 
ministration. 

The action taken by the commission, however, 
was “tabled” by City Administrator Jim McRea, 
and one of Sierra Madre’s “beloved old ladies” won 
a reprieve. 


Tree is 105 years old 

The historic 105-year-old pepper tree, which 
stands at the east end of the Kersting Court triangle, 
was a living witness to the beginnings of Sierra 
Madre and was almost a quarter of a century 
old when Sierra Madre became a city. It watched 
over the heydey ot the Red Car and the throngs 
fro\m around the world who came to visit Sierra 
Madre’s famed Wistaria Vine, and has stood by as 
a village grew and prospered and became a com¬ 
munity loved and cherished by its people._ 


Gertrude Gerke, well-known Sierra Madre his¬ 
torian, searched the Historical Society’s archives and 
found accounts which relate that the tree was planted, 
along with a number of others, in 1885 to en¬ 
hance the grounds of the old school house, built 
that year at the location of the Sierra Madre News. 

The school bell, now also enshrined in Kersting 
Court, was added in 1988.

BAC lowered 

Most California drivers won’t have 
to adjust to any radical changes in the 
traffic laws in 1990, according to High¬ 
way Patrol Commissioner Maury Han- 
nigan. 

But if you drink and drive, he 
noted, “be prepared to lose your 
license, your vehicle and quite possibly 
a substantial chunk of your freedom 
as a consequence of your transgres¬ 
sion.” 

New DUI laws 

“One of the most important new 
traffic laws for 1990 is the lowering of 
the blood alcohol concentration (BAC) 
level to .08 percent,” Hannigan said. 
“This law incorporates into the Vehicle 
Code a very significant medical research 
finding — that everyone’s ability to 
drive a vehicle is measurably reduced by 
levels of alcohol well below the current 
.10 percent BAC. 

“In enacting this law,” he added, 
“the Legislature has formally acknow¬ 
ledged the public’s growing intolerance 
of people who drink and drive. Over the 
past decade, half of all the fatal acci¬ 
dents in this state have been caused by 
drinking drivers, at a cost of well over 
20,0(X) lives. 

The .08 law. Senate Bill 408 by Sen. 
Bill Leonard (R-Redlands), is now ef¬ 
fective as of Jan. 1. 

Drivers arrested for driving under 
the influence can expect to have their 
licenses suspended for four months as a 
result of the enactment of S.B. 1623 by 
Sen. Bill Lockyer (D-Hayward), the 
commissioner said. 

“The statute authorizes peace 
officers to confiscate the license of any¬ 
one who refuses a DUI chemical test or 
who has a BAC at or above .10 per¬ 
cent,” said the commissioner. The dri¬ 
ver will receive a temporary permit 
^ood for 45 days, to allow time to 
request a hearing by a Department of 
Motor Vehicles hearing officer if the 
violator desires. 

At the end of the 45 days, if the 
suspension order is upheld, the violator 
loses his or her license for four months 
and must pay a re-issue fee of up to $100 
to have the driving privilege reinstated. 

This provision, known as the “ad- 
minstrative per se” program, does not 
go into effect until July 1.

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Looking at my blank video screen it occurs 
to me there may be some new members in the 
Main Street audience this week. Two things for 
your information. First. This column’s objective 
is to keep Sierra Madreans, and others, up 
to date on downtown revitalization progress. 
Second, In .April, 1989, the city, at Main 
Street’s urging, retained Economics Research 
■Associates (ERA) to propose an economic 
development program for downtown. I'his 
week’s column continues to explore some of 
their findings. Ready? 

ERA’S fifth item in the their recom¬ 
mended property and business improvement 
incentives program is upgrading the organiza¬ 
tional program and membership responsibilities 
of Main Street and the Chamber of Commerce. 

Cutting to the heart of this proposal, 
let’s talk money. Roughly speaking the Cham¬ 
ber’s .Annual budget is $20,000. Main Street 
has been funded annually during the past two 
years by the Sierra Madre Community Re¬ 
development Agency (CRA) at $40,000. In both 
organizations, the major portion of their bud¬ 
gets currently go for fixed operating expenses, 
including staff salaries. A small amount is 
left to fund programs to stimulate revitalization 
of downtown. That is one primary reason the 
leadership of Main Street and the chamber is 
working to unify the two organizations. 


The ER.A report drres not spell out specifics 
for upgrading organizational programs and 
membership responsibilities. Not everything 
that needs to be done is related to money. 
Creating a forum for the expression of opin¬ 
ion by property and business owners; repre¬ 
senting a majority \icw before City Council, 
the Planning Commission and other legal en¬ 
tities are two important activities any organ¬ 
ized business community expects from their or¬ 
ganization. 

Taking responsible positions is not easy. 
Even when all the facts base been uncosered 
and circulated, decisions will be made and posi¬ 
tions supported that are unpopular. Project 
tnanagers and elected boards ol direciois are 
human, .ludgnients will he made, positions 
taken that upset and anger a few or many. If 
they do it ccmsistently, if their judgments prove 
to be detrimental to the geneial welfare of 
downtown, obvious reitiedics exist. 


■Accurate, timely communications ate a big 
part of any organization’s abilits to gain oi re 
tain support. Business author Loin Peters lurw 
has a cable LV program on which he featuies 
corporations doing futuristic, cutting edge 
management stuff. Their techniques and manage¬ 
ment styles are generating unheard ot employee 
loyalty and profitable success stoiies. 1 ast week 
he featured a major corporation that had 
installed computers at the desk of e\eiy man¬ 
ager responsible for nraking decisions The 
president now has instant contact with every 
manager and visa versa. Every manager has in¬ 
stant contact with all other managers. They can 
all share the same information almost insian 
taneously. 

Neither Main Street nor the chamber has 
the financial resources to implement that dyna¬ 
mic communications system. The newsptiper, 
telephone, mailers, word-of-rnouth and personal 
contact will continue to be out communica¬ 
tion system. However, it’s an exciting goal t(' 
work toward.

not made available for public review and comment, 
and that the council had failed to involve the pub¬ 
lic in the introduction and adoption of the ordin¬ 
ance through public hearings. 

They further criticized the lack of uniformity 
regarding zoning and described it as “arbitrary, 
unreasonable and discriminatory.” The letters added 
that Ordinance 1062 would effectively deprive their 
clients of all economic value for substantial por¬ 
tions of their property. 

C arl j. West, attorney for the Heflins, who own 
some 1(X) hillside acres, was present at the meeting 
and challenged adoption of the ordinance without 
an Environmental Impact Report as mandated under 
the state CEQA requirements, instead of the nega¬ 
tive declaration submitted for Ordinance 1054 and 
carried over to apply to Ordinance 1062. 

He based his challenge on the fact that the nega¬ 
tive declaration listed several significant environ¬ 
mental effects, leaving “mitigation” up to future 
studies and/or actions, which he deemed “in¬ 
appropriate.” 

He stated that if the council adopted the 
ordinance they would “put people in the posi¬ 
tion of having to challenge (through litigation) 
the action within 30 days. 

“Somebody is going to take some action,” 
he said. 

He reiterated his written charge that insufficient 
public hearings have been held and again termed 
the zoning lines “arbitrary, with no consideration 
of topography. 

“This ordinance has not been well thought 
out,” he stated. 

Regarding Ordinance 1054, however, his com¬ 
ment was that it was “so onerous it is even easier 
to challenge (than 1062).” 

Mark Steres, attorney for the Lawson Martins, 
has also charged that Ordinance 1054 was improperly 
adopted. 

Mayor Crow commented that the council would 
like the ordinance “to be foolproof and not sub¬ 
ject to lawsuit by five different owners.” 

Councilrnembcrs Clem Bartolai and Lisa Fow¬ 
ler both commented that if this particular chal¬ 
lenge was resolved, later challenges would pro¬ 
bably follow other aspects of the ordinance. 

The council, however, voted unanimously to 
have Bitterly confer with other experts in the field 
and come back with an evaluation of the ade¬ 
quacy ol his negative declaration and recommenda¬ 
tions regarding any changes or additions he might 
feel are now necessary. 

They asked that the proposal for adding 
slope gradient requirements — not now a part of 
either 1054 or 1062 — he included.

Sierra Madre, like her younger sister, the giant 
Wistaria Vine, planted nine years later, in 1894, 
and the aged tree has become as dear to the hearts 
of many Sierra Madreans as the Vine. 

F^ropped up by shorings, gnarled and bent, with 
a hole clear through its venerable trunk, the tree has 
withstood horrendous winds, fires. Hoods, widening 
and grading of its adjoining streets and other 
vicissitudes visited by humankind over the inter¬ 
vening century since its planting. 

It still puts forth graceful new branches and 
leaves each year, despite its decrepitude. 

Clary Beggs, landscape architect and member of 
the Ad Hoc Tree Preservation Committee, says it 
could go tomorrow — or be with us for years to 
come. 

He said he would hate to see it removed, 
but feels the city should call in a knowledge¬ 
able arboriculturist familiar with preservation tech¬ 
niques for heritage trees. 

Arboriculturist should review care 

I he question of safety should be addressed by 
an e.spert, as well as instigation of a regimen 
of diligent care. Additional cabling and supports 
should be installed, if necessary, he said. “Only an 
expert can tell what might be needed and the city 
should consult with one.” 

Beggs expressed concern over the current plant¬ 
ing of grass, which requires frequent watering 
that could harm the tree. It is a native California 
pepper and, like native oaks, resents overwatering, 
he noted. 

City Administrator McRea says he feels the cur¬ 
rent shoring is sufficient and the question of safe¬ 
ty was mainly in conncctioti with the crude and uti- 
sightly electrical connections previously attached to 
the trunk, but now removed and made safe. 

Caroline Brown, one of Sierra Madre’s leading 
preservationists, but also one of the Parks and 
Recreation Commission members who voted for the 
tree’s ultimely demise, says she based her vote on 
staff reports presented at the time, and her re¬ 
collection of pepper trees in Ontario — now all 
removed — one ol which actually caused a fatality 
in falling. 

Hie matter has not been brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the City Council but Mayor Bruce Crow, 
when contacted about the action, stated, “If it is 
safe, it is part of the city and should remain.” 
Community concern expressed 

Don Murphy, Main Street Board chairman 
and chairman of the downtown Design Review Com¬ 
mittee, said, ”1 feel that if it is not viewed as 
a hazard and can be expected to live for a number 
of years, it should remain. It is an integral part 
of the Kcrsling Court complex and I’m sure (the 
proposal to take it down) would arouse a good 


deal of community concern.” 

Historian Gerke agreed, saying, “We should 
keep it there, even if it does have a hole in it.” 

Shelby Pope, chairman of the Sierra Madre 
Beautification Committee, which was charged by the 
City Council with renovating the Kersting Court 
planting, said, “The Beautification Committee never 
contemplated removing any of the pepper trees. We 
recommended lacing them to enhance their natural 
grace, but 1 am confident that the committee, 
which includes several horticulturists, as well as 
members of the Sierra Madre Environmental Action 
Council, would never have approved of removing 
the historic tree without an overriding reason to do so.” 

She noted, however, that the Beautification 
Committee, like Beggs, has questioned the planting 
of grass, and Gillian Hile, one of the committee’s 
horticulturists, also agreed that an expert should be 
called in to advise the city on both methods of 
care which could prolong the tree’s life and the 
need for any additional safety measures. 

Shirley McGillicuddy, 1988-89 Beautification 
Committee chair and also a member of the Ad Hoc 
Tree Preservation Committee, noted that the Tree 
Preservation Ordinance proposed by the committee 
after some two years of work and study, but not 
yet adopted by the City Council, would mandate 
designation by the Cultural Heritage Commission 
as a historic tree and placement on the register 
before any removal of historic tree could be under¬ 
taken. 

McRea gave assurance that the matter 
would be sent to the City Council before any 
order would be given to remove the tree and, in 
the meantime, the Tree Presentation Ordinance 
will be on the council agenda on Feb. 13. 

The proposed ordinance has engendered con¬ 
siderable controversy over some of its recom¬ 
mendations regarding non-historic trees, but several 
of those contact in regard to the pepper tree voiced 
the hope that the Parks and Recrecation Com¬ 
mission’s action on removal of the old tree will re¬ 
sult in adoption of at least those sections which 
would provide protection for the community’s living 
arboreal monuments. 

If not, there at least several citizens who have 
vowed that they are prepared to throw their bodies 
in front of the chain saws, if necessary, in order to 
preserve the remainitig days of Sierra 
Madre’s beloved gnarled and twisted, but valiant old 
lady — the Kersting Court pepper tree. 

NCTLE: The dedicated citizens who have offered 
to lay down their lives may not need to, since 
the Parks & Recreation Commission, at its Jan. 22 
meeting, “in view of the expressed public concern,” 
voted to request the city administration to secure 
the advice of three “tree experts” regarding the 
future of the beloved old tree.

“The Piano Lesson,” 
by August Wilson, now 
playing at the Doolittle 
Theater in Hollywood, is 
a meaty feast of a play, 
full of atmosphere, 
ideas and humor, en¬ 
joyable on many levels. 
Like Wilson’s other 
plays, it is a window on 
the black experience, 
both revealing and mys¬ 
terious. Wilson, cur¬ 
rently one of the most 
successful black 
playwrights, has 
written — is writing — a 
series of plays exploring 
black life during various 
decades in this country. 
The Pulitzer prize-win¬ 
ning “Fences” deals 
with pre-Jackie Robinson 
baseball ambitions in the 
’40s. “Ma Rainey’s 
Black Bottom,” with 
jazz musicians in the 
’20s. 

“The Piano Lesson,” 
laid in 1936, is more 
concerned with the inter¬ 
personal relations of the 
ambitious members of a 


single family, descend¬ 
ed from slaves, who find 
the past very much pre¬ 
sent in their lives. Stolid 
symbol of that past is a 
piano, bought by a slave 
owner in exchange for 
their great-grand¬ 
mother and her son. Their 
great - grandfather 

carved into it pictures of 
his lost family, grad¬ 
ually covering it with the 
incidents of their 
lives. Now it sits in great- 
granddaughter Ber¬ 
nice’s living room, 
picturesque and 
immovable. Bernice res¬ 
pects it, polishes it, but 
will not play it. Her 
brother, Willie, a share 
cropper, wants to sell it 
to buy the land that will 
give him status. One of 
her uncles brings it to 
life with expert rag-time. 
Somehow the piano is 
central to all their lives, 
haunted as it is by the 
ghost of the last member 
of that slave-owning 
family.

SectKXi 9225 Purpose

‘ Year of the horse *

By Chinese count, this 
year is 4688, the Year of 
the Horse, and the Chinese 
will celebrate Saturday, 
Jan. 27 as New Year’s 
day. 

According to the le¬ 
gend, an ancient einpor- 
cr invited all the animals 
to a feast, but only 12 
appeared. In their ho¬ 
nor, he identified each 
animal with a year in the 
recurring 12-ycar astro¬ 
logical cycle. 

Chinese especially 
like the Year of the 
Horse, because, ac¬ 
cording to att old 
saying, when the horses 
arrived, victory is inevit¬ 
able. This translates into 
a year of prosperity, 
explains Jimmy Au, 
president of the Arcadia 
Chinese Association. 

According to ancient 
belief, people born in 
different years of the 
lunar zodiac possess cer¬ 


tain characteristics. For 
instance, those born in 
the Year of the Horse arc 
said to be cheerful, 
skillful, perceptive, pop¬ 
ular, talkative, confi¬ 
dent and intelligent. 
They are good managers 
of money and love free¬ 
dom. 

New Year’s Day, as 
determined by ancient 
lunar calendar, is 
celebrated on the second 
new moon after the win¬ 
ter solstice, sometime 
between Jan. 21 and 
Feb. 21. 

The lunar calendar dif¬ 
fers from the Gregorian 
calendar in that the 
year is divided into 12 
months of 29 or 30 days 
and each month begins 
with the appearance of 
a new moon. In every 30 
months, there is an extra 
month to make the ad¬ 
justment to solar time. 

l.unar New Year, also 


known as the Spring 
Festival, is reportedly the 
most colorful and impor¬ 
tant of Chinese festivals 
and is a time for family 
reunions, elaborate 
dinners and parades. 
Gifts, mostly in the form 
of "lucky,” money are 
given to the children and 
elderly, according to 
Au. 

New Year’s Day has 
an assortment of tradi¬ 
tions: ancestors must 
be honored; red scrolls 
inscribed with messages 
of happiness, prosperity 
and longevity are pasted 
on walls; a basket of 
food must be placed in 
the center of the living 
room to guarantee enough 
to eat in the coming 
year; knives and scissors 
arc put away so that no 
one will cut the con¬ 
tinuity of luck for the 
year to come; and fire¬ 
crackers are set off to 
frighten off evil spirits.

While redevelopment 
can clear away blighted 
areas and create addi¬ 
tional revenues for the 
city, it also leads to resi¬ 
dents and business which 
are forced to relocate. 

Such is the situation 
in Arcadia where the 
local redevelopment 
agency is trying to ac¬ 
quire property on the 
southwest and north¬ 
west corners of Hun¬ 
tington Drive and Second 
Avenue. 

The city already owns 
several parcels, is in es¬ 
crow on another and is 
still in negotiation with ow¬ 
ners on at least six other 
sites. However, owners 
of three pieces of pro¬ 
perty have not reached 
agreement with the 
Arcadia Redevelopment 
Agency which has filed 
or will soon file 
eminent domain pro¬ 
ceedings with the Los 
Angeles Superior 
Court. 


Eminent domain, ex¬ 
plains Peter Kinnahan, 
assistant city manager 
for economic develop¬ 
ment, is the legal auth¬ 
ority established by state 
law to acquire a third 
party’s property by pay¬ 
ing just compensation 
for the property to be 
used for public purpose 
as defined by law. 

The most recent ac¬ 
tion was taken at the 
agency’s meeting last 
Tuesday, when the 
city began eminent 
domain preceedings a- 
gainst Robert Willson, 
who owns Willson Scien¬ 
tific Glass, Inc., at 117 
N. Second Ave. 

Feb. 6 has been set 
for hearings on four 
other pieces of pro¬ 
perty, both commer¬ 
cial and residential sites. 

The Arcadia Redevel¬ 
opment Agency depends 
on appraisals in deter¬ 
mining the amount to 
offer for the property 


it seeks for re¬ 
development projects, 
then, through the course 
of negotiations, hopes 
to come to an agreement 
with property owners, 
added Kinnahan. “It 
comes down to a case of 
dollars,’’ he said. 

The city, while being 
sensitive and sympa¬ 
thetic to the issue of 
relocation, realizes it 
must spend the taxpayers’ 
money wisely, continued 
Kinnahan. 

While there are no 
residential displacees in 
the Southwest Corner 
Project, a total of 
11 households will be 
relocated in the North¬ 
west Corner Redevelop¬ 
ment Project. To assist 
in relocation, Arcadia 
has hired Port and Flor, 
Inc., a relocation con¬ 
sulting firm, to assess 
the housing needs of the 
residents and to 
seek out housing refer 
rals in Arcadia and the 
surrounding communities.
